EXPECTS TO FLY 
ACROSS ATLANTIC 
IN FOURTEEN HOURS 


New York, Feb. 11.—Abram_ Ray- 
ofrodsky who is known among aviators 
as “Ray” plans to fly across the Atlan- 
tie in an elght hundred horse power 
aeroplane in 14 hours next July. The 
machine which wlil weigh three and a 
half tons is being constructed secretly 
in the vicinit yof this city, and is now 
near completion. 

The machine will have four engines 
of 200 horse power each to be con- 
structed by the Curtiss company and 
jthey will drive four propellers. It will 
have regular sleeping accommodations 
and two men, one a navigator, and the 
other an aviator, will accompany him. 

It will carry nine tons of gasoline, 
sufficient for 80 hours’ flight, The 
spread of the wings will be 120 feet. 
A special type of stabllizer is installed 
on the machine, and this acts auto- 
matically when a greater pressure is 
exerted on one side of the wings than 
on the other.

TIME FOR COMPLETION. IS 
CHANGED TO THREE YEARS 


Indications That Other Railway 
Work in West Will Be 
Hastened, 


Ottawa, Feb. 11.—<An innovation was 
introduced in the railway committee 
this morning which if it- succeeds, in

Unless United States millers are | 
already paying more for wheat than Canadian millers, unless} 
they can grind this higher priced wheat into flour and then 
sell the flour in Canada for a cheaper price than Canadian 
millers do now, there could be no injury to Canadian millers, 
either eastern or western, by taking off the duty. But if 
this is the case; if Canadian millers, who buy wheat cheaper 
than do’ the American millers, are selling flour at a price 
which is higher than that which the American millers would 
charge were the tariff taken down, then the whole liberal 
proposition is proven by the conservatives themselves and the 
evidence is right at hand that the tariff should be taken off 
food. 

The position of the Alberta conservatives is certainly not 
a comfortable one and it is scarcely to be wondered at that 
they are silent. E
